Something COULD Be Done! 


This is the time of the year 
when every young man’s fancy 
(old men, too!) turns to Form 
1040. As he struggles with red 
tape and figures preparatory to the 
filing of his income tax return, if 
he is a normal individual! at all he 
is probably muttering to himself, 
“Something should be dene about 
this high taxation!” Well, some- 
thing could be done if the gublic 
were aroused enough to force gov- 
ernmental action. The exhaustive 
Hoover Commission recommenda- 
tions on ways and means to elimi- 
nate waste and inefficiency in the 
federal government would lower 
taxes tremendously if the advice 
were followed. Former President 
Herbert Hoover has insisted that 
their adoption would mean “ 
the rewards in reduced taxes 
could be very great and the re- 
wards in improved services even 
greater.” It was the Honorable 
Hoover himself who stated: “... 
the key to reul action liés in the 
hands of the citizens.” 

Over the past 25 years our na- 
tional debt has jumped from $194 
to $1,611 per capita. Taxes have 
correspondingly skyrocketed from 
$52 for the average family to $442 
per year for every man, woman, 
and child in the United States. 
Some of the reasons for this tre- 
mendous increase have _ been 
caused by waste through paper 
work, red tape, medical services, 
transportation, inventory, records, 
research and development. 

Can you. visualize 25_ billion 
pieces of paper? Our government 
creates and handles that amount 
every year. The Veterans Admin- 
istration alone is saving over a 
million dollars annually by adopt- 
.ing one Commission recommenda- 
tion. Other departments could and 
should do the same. The govern- 
ment is saving $5,000,000 a year 
and industry is saving another 
$10,000,000 from adopting Com- 
mission recommendations about 
government reports, forms, and 
other such matters. But authori- 
ties say an additional $100,000,000 
could be saved in red tape every 
year. In one year, 1955, the gov- 
ernment spent $4,270,000,000° for 
medical services. By adopting one 
Commission recommendation they 
have already saved $335,500,000 
and many additional millions 
could be saved, The Commission 
estimates that $151,500,000 could 
be saved in thé*4jeld of govern- 
ment-owned transportation, which 
competes with private transports. 
The Commission also recommend- 
ed fewer agencies, better central- 
ized in research and development, 
in place of the 29 different agen- 


cies engaged in these activities at 
the present. The Commission’s 
recommendations for government 
records—they take up space 
equivalent to 7 Pentagon buildings 
at the present—are already saving 
$4,000,000 a year and the Commis- 
sion estimates that savings could 
be $50,000,000 annually. The 
Hoover Commission. pointed out 
other flagrant inefficiencies, no- 
tably in the government’s poor in- 
ventory system. Mountains of sup- 
plies, including perishables, often 
pile up because of this bungling. 
For example, on one occasion a 
719 month supply of canned ham- 
burger was on hand. It has a 
“keeping life’ of 24 months. 
Yes, something could be done 
. and “the key to real action 
lies in the hands of the citizens.” 


‘“‘Be Sure Your Sin Will Find 
You Out’’ 


Over in London, a male nurse 
by the name of Kenneth Barlow 
thought he had found the plan for 
perfect murder but was foiled be- 
cause his wife took her bath on 
Friday night—instead of waiting 
until Saturday as usual. 

It seems that Barlow had dis- 
cussed with hospital associates 
months previously about how in- 
jecting an overdose of insulin 
could kill without leaving evidence 
of foul play. He reasoned that 
Since insulin is absorbed in the 
blood stream, an overdose could 
not be discovered. On a Friday 
night he gave his wife Elizabeth 
the injection but she decided to 
take a bath immediately after- 
ward, Shortly after getting into 
the tub she went into a coma and 
drowned. The body, of course, 
stopped absorbing the insulin as 
soon as she died. The police found 
a few discrepancies in Kenneth’'s 
story and spent three months ex- 
perimenting with tissues from the 
wife’s body on rats, mice, and 
euinea pigs. Those tests revealed 
the overdose of insulin. 

Brought to trial, the judge 
called Barlow a “cold, cruel mur- 
derer” and the jury only deliberat- 
ed 85 minutes before giving him 
life imprisonment. Many criminals 
like Barlow, have fancied perfect 
crimes but have not reckoned with 
the God who warned: “. be 
sure uour sin will find you out” 
(Num, 32:23).

A South African newspaper, the

nually. Adding the losses resulting 
from the breakup of families and 
the dulling of fine minds, we have 
a cost that can never be _ reck- 
oned.,” 


The yearly cost to industry 
from preventable accidents due 
solely to alcoholism is estimated 
at -$120,000,000 by the Yale alco- 
hol studies. But this $120,000,000 
of loss does not represent the total 
cost of these accidents nor the 
total loss due to alcoholism. Bar- 
rett Williams in the March 1951 
issue of. Industry says: 

“The total cost is, of course, 
difficult to arrive at, due to many 
hidden factors involved, but those 
who have attempted to estimate 
the annual loss of man-hours from 
such accidents and from hang- 
overs, fatigue and other inefficien- 
cies arising from alcoholism, speak 
in terms of $500,000,000 a year.” 

This one-half billion dollar in- 
dustrial loss per year represents 
that much increase in costs of 
manufacture which, of course, is 
passed on to the American peo- 
ple in increased price of the com- 
modities they buy.

I'm glad salvation’s free. 


So it is. Salvation is free for 
you and me. I am glad salvation 
is free, and all a poor sinner has 
to do is in his heart turn from 
his sins to trust in Jesus. And 
when you put your trust in Jesus 
Christ, you have everlasting life. 
Whoever you are, however far you 
have gone in sin, however trou- 
bled your soul is, today if you 
will trust in Jesus you will have 
peace through salvation. Isn’t that 
a wonderful salvation? 

One November night in Dallas, 
Texas, a woman phoned my house, 
speaking for two. I was sick in 
bed with influenza. My wife an- 
swered. I heard her say, ‘Why, 
yes, he’s here, but he is sick. I am 
sorry.”

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whose home was broken—he tried 
yesterday to commit suicide—and 
the other hand on the head of 
this poor, ruined girl. After a _lit- 
tle time, as I prayed for them 
and made plain the plan of sal- 
vation, that poor man got up, sat 
in a chair, and said, “Isn’t this 
strange? Yesterday I wanted to 
die. And today I have been so dis- 
consolate. I felt life held nothing 
for me. Now that is all gone: I 
have the strangest peace. I am 
not troubled about anything—just 
so content! Isn’t that strange, Mr. 
Rice?” he asked. I replied, ‘No, 
that isn’t strange. I have seen 
too many troubled hearts lay all 
their load on Jesus and come away 
with peace.” 

And you can have that. That 
is the wonderful salvation. In the 
story of Pilgrim’s Progress, the 
great symbolism, written by John 
Bunyan, that is what Christian 
meant when he said that when he 
came to the little wicket gate the 
great load, the burden, rolled off 
his shoulders and down the hill, 
and he never carried it any more. 
Oh, it is a wonderful salvation to 
have justification and sins all for- 
given, and have it free the mo- 
ment you trust in Jesus. 


The Sin of Neglect 


And now the Scripture says we 
ought to pay the more earnest 
heed. We ought. to listen when 
the Word of God is preached. It 
may be there is a most humble 
and ordinary preacher, as I am; 
but you had better hear it, my 
friends. I do not bring a message 
of my own. This Word is not mine. 
I only preach what I have re- 
ceived. You had better hear it lest 
you Jet it slip. Except not ever 
hearing the Word, the saddest 
thing ever to happen to a man 
would be to let it slip. 

A man in America who has 
heard the gospel these many, 
many years and lets it slip and 
never turns to God, never repents 
of his sins, never comes for for- 
giveness—I think he will have a 
hotter place in Hell than a poor, 
heathen savage who never one 
time heard it. We think it is so 
bad for a man in a heathen coun- 
try never to hear the gospel, and 
it is. Oh, I wish a man would nev- 
er die without somebody having 
told him God loves him and he 
can be saved, But it is infinitely 
worse for a lot of people who go 
on day by day and hear and hear 
until their ears are hardened, until 
their hearts are hardened, until 
their lives are set against God. 
Therefore you ought to hear. 

Now then, if we neglect so great 
salvation. How shall we escape if 
we neglect? Nearly all the good 
things we lose, we lose because 


we neglect them. Your boy grows 
up and out of hand. You didn’t 
dream he would be up and gone 


so soon. You had better wade in|. 


and make him mind while he is 
young, you had better see that 
he works, you had better see that 
he studies, you had better see that 
he says, “Yes, sir,” and ‘Yes, 
ma’am,”’ to Mother and Dad. You 
had better do what you are going 
to do now, for .he will soon be 
gone. It will be only two, three or 
four years until that fifteen-year- 
old boy of yours is going to be in 
the army, or away at work, or in 
college. You had better do for him 
now what you can. Don’t let the 
thing slip, don’t neglect! 

I have one tooth out, just one. 
I have a good set of teeth. Not 
long ago I went to the dentist. 
“Something is bothering me,” I 
said, “I can’t find a thing wrong,” 
he said after a careful examina- 
tion. But one tooth had been cap- 
ped, and later on that cap came 
off and we discovered that under- 
neath all the tooth was decayed 
and there was no remedy but to 
pull it. Then the dentist said,— 
you know hindsight is_ better 
than foresight—-‘‘If all these years 
you had, with dental floss, care- 
fully cleaned between the teeth, 
then that infection wouldn’t have 
crept in under the capping and 
you wouldn’t have lost the tooth.”’ 


Nearly everything we lose, we 
lose because we neglect. 


In the matter of soul winning, 
we hope to see nearly everybody 
we love saved. We intend to do 
something about it, but we neg- 
lect. I remember across the cor- 
ner from our home in Shamrock, 
Texas, a dear little twelve-year- 
old girl died. She had a sweet 
singing voice, and often sang for 
the Lord. Many times she was in 
our home. We talked to little 
Goldie. One day in a B. Y. P. U. 
meeting I said to Goldie, “Are 
you a Christian?” And she an- 
swered, “Yes.” She told how she 
was saved one day at the Methoc- 
ist church when they had a re- 
vival and when the singer had 
special meetings..for young peo- 
ple. Then dear little Goldie died. 
I went over to comfort the moth- 
er the best I could. As she lay 
and sobbed on the ted, I said, 
“Now don’t fret. I know your sor- 
row; you will miss Goldie; but, 
thank God, you can see her again. 
She was a Christian.” Suddenly 
she sat bolt upright in the bed 
and said, “How do you know! 
How do you know she was saved!” 
“She told me so,” I answered. 
That mother sat there and star- 
ed. With eyes burning, she looked 
at me and said, “Do you know she 
was saved?” And I said, “She 
said she had trusted in Jesus. She 
told me when it happened.” A 
good Christian woman who sat 
there with us said,-“‘Yes, I remem- 
ber when Goldie was saved down 
at the Methodist church.” That 
mother fell over on the bed and 
sobbed, “Oh, thank God! Thank 
God! I thought I’d never see her 
again.” 

You had better not wait until 
your girl dies to find out whether 
she is saved or not. 

Neglect is the way to let peo- 
ple go to Hell. 

I was in Roosevelt, Oklahoma, 
and a dear girl came to me one 
night at the invitation and said, 
“T want you to see my mother.” 


I said, “All right, but first, 
what. about yourself? Are you 
saved?” 


She answered, “No, no, but I 
want to know about. my mother.” 
I said, “Is she a Christian?” 
“I don’t know, but she is sick, 
she is going to die soon, the doc- 
tor says, and I want you to come 
to see her.” She told me how to 
come—out a certain lane, then be- 
yond a certain little white school- 
house, and the second house. on 

the left. 

The next day I had several ser- 
vices and didn’t get there. On the 
third morning I thought, “This 
afternoon I'll go.’ As we had 
morning service under the tent 
scmeone slipped in, called the pas- 
tor out, and after the service I 
learned the woman whom I had 
expected to see had suddenly died. 
Oh, I don’t know whether she 
was saved or not. I wish I knew. 

In Dallas an old man heard me 
over the radio, wrote me a letter 
saying, “Brother Rice, I am past 
eighty years old and dying with 
cancer. I am not long for this 
world, so I want to make sure of 
my soul. Will you come to see

I wish I had done without 
an hour or two’s sleep in order to 
see that man and make sure about 
his soul. 


Sinner, How Shall We Escape 
If We Neglect? 

Now lost sinner, let me ask you 
this question: “How can you es- 
cape if you neglect so great sal- 
vation?” In the first place, you 
can’t escape a wasted life. Sup- 
pose after awhile you do get 
saved. You are not likely to—but 
suppose you do. You still have 
your life wasted and gone, and 
you can’t undo it. You can’t go 
back, You know you only pass this 
way once. And when your life is 
lived out, you ean’t undo it. 


In my boyhood in West Texas 
an old cowman got saved when 
he was away up toward sixty 
years old. He had a big bunch of 
boys. One boy died when he was 
fourteen. There were four other 
boys in the family whom I knew 
quite well. This father would come 
to the little prayer meeting and 
every Wednesday night would 
praise the Lord for such a won- 
derful Saviour who would take an 
old wicked, rebellious sinner, an 
old blaspheming, cursing sinner 
and save him. Then the _ tears 
would run down his face as he 
would say, “Oh, but I want you 
to pray for my boys! They won't 
listen to me. Pray for my boys!”’ 
And he would name them, and the 


weather-beaten, furrowed face of | 
that old cowman would be covered |

with tears as he would say, ray 
for my boys.” Now, he got saved, 
but the sons did not. 

I went one Saturday night to 
talk to one of those boys. I said, 
“Roy, you ought to be saved. 
Won’t you come tonight?” He 
said, “No, John, not tonight.” And 
he didn’t come. One week from 
that Saturday afternoon he fell 
off a cart, was injured internally 
and died that night. 

I was at his funeral the next 
day. I looked sadly at him in the 
easket. I had talked to him about 
his soul. As the father came by 
and patted that cold face, he said, 
“Good-by, Roy, Good-by,” then 
went and sat down beside the 
fence with those three other 
grown sons who were still un- 
saved. Yes, the old man got saved, 
but the influence of his lifetime is 
gone. Now this is the second one 
of his boys to die without any 
hope of Heaven. 

I was at the funeral of one of 
the other boys, too. He went on 
and married a beautiful girl, and 
they had three fine boys, But he 
didn’t give up his drinking. One 
week end out on the creek, with 
some beer and government pre- 
scription whisky, he was poisoned 
by the liquor. He was rushed in 
for an emergency operation at 
Wichita Falls, but died on the 


‘operating table. Poor . fellow! I) 


had talked to him many times 
about his soul and tried to get him 
to church, but he wouldn’t come. 
The father got saved. He sure did. 
But he couldn’t win his boys. He 
had wasted his life, and the years 


were gone. How many, many 
times people have wept because 
they let the years go by! 

I was in East Chicago with the 
Central Baptist Church in revival 
service, and a man got up—lI be- 
lieve his name was Cook—to testi- 
fy. ‘“They say old man Cook's 
gone crazy about the Bible,” he 
said. He stood there a bit, and 
with quivering lips and tears run- 
ning down his face, he said, “I 
wish to God I'd have gone crazy 
about it sooner. I wish to God I 
hadn’t waited till I was.an.=old 
man, my hair gray, my influence 
gone, before I went crazy about 
the Bible.” 


All right, you can get saved. 
Maybe when you are old—not 
likely; but if -you do, your life 
is wasted without God. You can’t 
escape that, can you? 

Now the second point for a lost 
Sinner is, How can you escape a 
hardened heart? After you hear 
the Gospel, you are never the 
same. I tremble when I remember 
this dynamite of God we handle, 
this Gospel we preach. When it 
is preached in the power of God 
it doesn’t leave men the same. 
Either men are turned toward 
God, men are convicted of their 
sins, men feel their need of God 
and men draw near to God for 
salvation: or they harden their 
hearts and go on away from God. 
So I tremble, and I warn you. You 
had better take heed, you had 
better hear; for if you neglect this 
great salvation, you can’t escape 
the hardening of your heart. 


You remember Pharaoh. hard- 
ened his heart; eventually, then, 
God hardened Pharaoh’s heart. 
And you will harden your heart. 
One day you will never be saved, 
if you don’t beware. 


Let me go again back to my 
boyhood in a little cowtown in 
West Texas. I remember a boy, a 
rough old guy, a year, maybe two 
years, older than I. We played 
together in school. He was pretty 
rough. We drove bundle wagons 
together at the thresher in the 
country. Clyde’s mother, a Sun- 
day School teacher, said one day 
in the Sunday School class, “I 
want you to pray for Clyde. You 
boys help me pray. Perhaps in this 
revival we can win Clyde.” We did 
pray. 

The revival services came, and 
back in the little Methodist church 
one morning I said to Clyde, “You 
know I am praying for you, Clyde, 
and your mamma is praying for 
you; and all of us boys want you 
to be saved. Won’t you come this 
morning?” 

Clyde leaned over, and I re- 
member the tears ran down his 
face and dripped off on the church 
pew in front of him. That morning 
Clyde bowed his head and wept. 
And he said, “I’m glad you pray 
for me, John, and I am going to 
be saved, too. I am not quite 
ready, but I am going to be. 
Thank you. I am glad you care 
about -me and pray for me.” 

Clyde didn’t come. I am sorry 
I didn’t press it again then. 

But another year came around 
and revival services began. I said, 
“Clyde, won't you come today?”’ 

Clyde replied, “No, I am _ not 
quite ready yet; I am going to.” 
This time there were no tears. 

Two years went by. Clyde had 
srown. Now he had on long trou- 
sers. He had been gone farther 
out in West Texas. Now he came 
back a grown young fellow. I 
spoke to him about his soul again. 
This time he drove me away. 
He said, “Don’t you think I know 
enough to settle this matter when 
I want to? Leave me alone.” Fin- 


ally with a curse, with an oath, he | 


said. “‘Leave me alone! Leave ‘me 
alone!” He eried it cut, so I 
turned away and left him. 

Clyde was drafted in the army 
in World War I. He went to Eu- 
rope and I never saw him again. 

Oh, the man who hardens his 
heart! 

Now another word. Listen, sin- 
ner, you can’t escape, I say, a 
wasted life and a hardened heart; 
and you can't escape the third 
thing—the wages of sin. Every 
man who goes on and lets Satan 
have his way is bound to face 
certain results in his own life. You 
can't trifle with sin and get by. 
“Be not deceived; God is_ not 
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Neglect!

mocked: for whatsoever a man 


}soweth, that shall he also reap.” 


Some man who hears me today 
—you won’t turn to God. Some 
man hears me today—you'll not 
repent of your sins. You say, ‘Not 
yet. Not now. Not now.” You don’t 
know it, but in a year or two 
you and your wife will get a di- 
vorce and she will be gone. You 
don’t know it, but. you will break 
down under the curse of drink 
in a little bit of time. You don't 
know it, but when you say no to 
God, you say yes to the Devil; 
and you are going to reap the 
wages of sin--and the wages of 
sin is death. There is a blighting, 
damning curse on everybody who 
turns away from God. The Scrip- 
ture says, “The wrath of God 
abideth on him.” The Scripture 
says, “God is angry with the wick- 
ed every day” (Ps. 7:11). You 
can’t get by with sin, and one of 
these days you are going to have 
a sad, sad. time when your sin 
catches up with you, as it will. 

You can’t escape a wasted life, 
and a hardened heart and the 
wages of sin, and last, you can’t 
escape after all a poor lost soul. 
A poor lost soul. Oh, one day you 
are going to die, then be forever 
away from God. 

Suppose the Lord would allow 
me to visit in- Hell. I put on an 
asbestos suit, I take my notebook 
down and. say, “I want to inter- 
view some people down here, I 
want to talk to the rich man who 
went to Hell whom Jesus told us 
about.” And I say to him, “What 
made you go? What made you go 
on to Hell? Did you just say, ‘I 
believe I'll like it down there. I 
believe I'll enjoy it.’ Did you say 
that?”’ 

He answers, ‘CO God, no! I 
didn’t mean it. I intended to be 
saved. I was going to be, but I 
just wasn’t ready and I put it off 
and the first thing I knew I had 
died—and here I am,” 

And I talk to everybody in Hell, 
and everybody in Hell tells me the 


same thing—‘I didn’t mean to 
come! I didn’t mean to! I was 


going to be saved, but I said, ‘Not 
tonight, not today.’ I neglected, I 
hardened my heart, I let the Word 
slip, so I came to Hell.” 

Don't you see that the way to 
Hell is by neglect? The old Span- 
ish proverb says, 


“The road to by and by leads 
to the house of never.” 


Oh, if you want to be saved, ‘‘to- 
day is the day of salvation, To- 
day if you hear his voice, harden 
not your heart.” 

My dear friend and brother, P.

mous to try to know its probable 
effectiveness in restoring victims 
of alcoholism. In the process, we 
visited a series of A. A. meetings 
and made acquaintance with 65 
members of the organization, each 
of whom testified to being 
“cured.” After 6 years, we could 
check up on 31 of these (48%). 
The condition of the others could 
not be determined. Sad to relate, 
for we wish it might have been 
otherwise, out of these 31 persons, 
there were 27 relapses, or 87% 
who had lost their “cure,” part of 
whom were again “wallowing in 
the mire.” Four or 13% were still 
on the ‘water wagon.” One hopes 
fervently that they will stay there. 
It seems fair to assume that ap- 
proximately the same percentages 
would obtain in those whose later 
condition could not be ascertained. 


We do not claim that this sam- 
ple is adequate for scientific judg- 
ment of the results claimed by 
Alcoholics Anonymous, but we do 
believe that the percentages are 
in line with the results observed 
in other cases of purely psycho- 
logical ‘“‘cures.” The majority of 
such cures. are not decisive and 
usually are but temporary ad- 
justments. The psychologic moti- 
vation lacks the power to domi- 
nate the personality and produce 
consistent victory, over narcotic 
and cther destructive habits. A 
few are recovered, however, and 
among these psychological “cures,” 
it is possible and of record that 


later some also find Christ as the 
Power for a permanent new life. 


A careful personnel counselor or 
social observer who is gifted to 
edge into and to understand oth- 
er people’s experiences can testify 
to from 10% to 15% who are 
cured of narcotic habits (includes 
alcoholism) by an apparent com- 
bination of social environment 
and will power set in action by 
certain stimuli. These cases, while 
sometimes spectacular, are natural 
cures and usually, while not al- 
ways, of those who had no deep 
alcoholic psychosis to begin with. 
All evidence points to the fact 
that they are probably the kind 
found in the “cures” of Alcoholics 
Anonymous. It is believed that 
they were “cured” by the psycho- 
logical content of the A. A.’s 
treatment. Such religious content 
as was found seemed to have only 
psychologic value. Those who 
know no other value should ex- 
pect no more. 


Christ is Anonymous in A, A. 


In all their literature, the lead- 
ers of Alcoholics Anonymous have, 
it seems, deliberately left out the 
name of Christ. Christ is not only 
unnamed or anonymous but un- 
known to their doctrine and to 
97% of their members, While they 
give transient honor to ‘whatever 
God there may be,” our living God 
is the unknown God to them. But, 
He, the living God, is the One who 
desires, “That all men_ should

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Poor Man’s Gospel 


The longer I live; the*more I 
bless God that we have not re- 
ceived a classical gospel, or a 
mathematical gospel, or a meta- 
physical gospel; it is not a gospel 
confined to scholars and men of 
genius, but a poor man’s gospel, 
a ploughman’s gospel; for that is 
the kind of gospel which we can 
live upon and die upon. It is to us 
not the luxury of refinement, but 
the staple food of life. We want 
no fine words when the heart is 
heavy, neither do we need deep 
problems when we are lying upon 
the verge of eternity, weak in body 
and tempted in mind. At such 
times we magnify the blessed sim- 
plicity of the Gospel. Jesus in the 
flesh made manifest becomes our 
soul’s bread. Jesus bleeding on the 
cross, a substitute for sinners, is 
our soul’s drink. This is the Gos- 
pel for babes, and strong men want 
no more.—Charles Spurgeon. 


honour the Son, even as they 
honour the Father. He that hon- 
oureth not the Son honoureth not 
the Father which hath sent him” 
(John 5:23). Christ Himself 
warned, “I am the way, the truth, 
and the life: no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me” (John 
14:6). 


Where Christ is anonymous, it 
must follow that the cross of 
Calvary is anonymous too. They 
have left out God’s cure of alco- 
holism—the sacrificial blood that 
cleanses from sin, including that 
of intemperance, and_ delivers 
from all human bondage, includ- 
ing that of alcoholism. Christ 
alone is God’s Power to work mir- 
acles in human lives, and a mir- 
acle is necessary for total cure 
of an alcoholic. 


Psychological Religion 
Powerless 


Even the so-called Christian re- 
ligion, in general appears not to be 
able to make the necessary per- 
sonality change to adequately con- 
trol human conduct under the 
stress of great temptation. But 
Christ the Person received by gen- 
uine faith can change and fully 
adjust the life of one who fully 
submits to His divine work, It is 
not the faith but the object of 
faith—Christ, from whom the su- 
pernatural change comes. It is a 
supernatural work—a miracle. in 
the spiritual center influencing 
the psychical and practical life. 
Much religion is merely psycho- 
logical in its effectiveness on con- 
duct, offering some social control 
but bringing no real spiritual life. 


Twenty-five years of experience 
and experimentation in the field 
of. human motivation has proven 
to us that when you have acute 
cases of alcoholism, psychological 
means, including ordinary reli- 
gious means, have little control 
and no power for permanent 
change. Only the supernatural 
power of the indwelling Christ can 
paralyze the coils of the serpent 
and set the prisoner free; only He 
can impart a new life and give 
victory day by day, for He is the 
Life, 


Is Aleoholism Disease Only? 


We are aware that many medi- 
cal men, psychiatrists, preachers 
and sociologists follow the line of 
the Yale alcohol studies and now 
divorce morality and alcoholism, 
like they divorce morality and 
self-contracted syphilis. They see 
the alcoholic and the syphilitic as 
only psychically and/or physically 
sick and in need of mental or med- 
ical treatment. True, they are 
sick, but the real cause is not 
found in the dipsomania of the al- 
coholic or in the spirochete pal- 
lada of the syphilitic, for these are 
but the effects of a willing social 
exposure—a moral act. The basic 
cause is a maladjusted soul and 
spirit, which maladjustment God 
diagnoses as SIN. The exposure is 
social but the origin is moral—a 
maladjustment to the living God. 
A supernatural spiritual remedy 
has the only cure. The Gospel of 
Christ “is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that believ- 
eth.” 


Loose Logic and Escapism 
The informed public in general, 
including leaders in the National 


Council of Churches, seem to have 
accepted the sentimental but de- 
fective logic of the A. A. method 
even as they have the Yale al- 
cohol studies. This ‘‘study,” alleg- 
edly partly financed by the liquor 
interests, is trying to convince 
that alcoholism is only a disease, 
with no moral responsibility at- 
tached, over which men do not 
have control. The end product, the 
alcoholic in the hospital at the 
bottom of the cliff, is the place 
they start attacking the problem. 
“The poor fellow is suffering and 
needs help,” they say, but what 
about the 4 million more exces- 
sive drinkers who are following 
him over the cliff because we have 
no wall of prevention there at the 
top? 

Yet, America listens to the 
“disease” alibi as though it were 
not a transparent scheme of es- 
capism: to avoid the responsibility 
for licensing the liquor traffic. Is 
it not clever propaganda, a red 
herring to divert the public so 
that the liquor interests may, un- 
hindered, produce more chronic 
alcoholics while we are taxed to 
maintain more jails to hold them, 
and to build more hospitals for 
them to die in? (Bellevue Hospital 
in New York City houses 10 to 12 
thousand alcoholics every year.) 
Following these blind guides, we 
are supposed to forget the cause 
and toy with the effects. Alcohol- 
ism may be prevented at the 
source. A wall should be built by 
society at the top of the cliff, but 
there seems no desire to be sane 
or logical on this issue. 


“Tt is strange,” says Dr. Andrew 
C. Joy, vice-president of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois (Medical De- 
partment), “that alcoholism is the 
only disease where it is considered 
illogical and unethical to annihi- 
late the cause.” If such loose logic 
were applied to the control and 
cure cf other preventable diseases, 
as that used in America on alco- 
holism, the national mortality rate 
would double in a decade. 


Christians Should Have Wise 
Compassion 

Since no hope appears on the 
horizon that public sentiment will 
wake up soon enough, those who 
have compassion and would “save 
some” should not only be aware 
of the hopelessness of. referring 
victims of alcoholism to A. A., but 
should seek to be led of the Lord 
among their acquaintances who 
drink socially. Oh that we might 
bring them to the Lord Christ 
by our life and witness, and their 
alcoholic drinking will take care 
of itself if they learn to some 
extent to “walk in the Spirit.” 


Christ for Alcoholics, not Alco- 
holics Anonymous. For such psy- 
chologic value as that organiza- 
tion might have, it could divert 
the person from the true source 
of restoration and adjustment—-our 
Christ. A. A. philosophy and be- 
liefs when compared: with Biblical 
Christianity are found to be a 
clever imitation of, and a most 
seductive substitute for, the true 
Gospel of Christ. It is another gos- 
pel. We may remember the Holy 
Spirit’s warning through the Apos- 
tle Paul, ‘Though we or an angel 
from heaven should preach anoth- 
er gospel unto you, let him be 
anathema’ (Gal. 1:8). 


In those cases where you find 
earnest desire for deliverance 
from alcoholism, get word to them 
or to their interested relatives or 
friends that Christ can cure and 
“restore the years that the locusts 
have eaten.’ Refer them to the 
nearest one of the following places 
for healing unless local help can 
be obtained:

he had very grave doubts of many 
of the so-called Catholic doctrines, 
such as the position given to the 
pope, the place given to the bless-

things were settled for me.” But 
do you not see, he had to make 
the decision himself? Was not 
that private judgment? I have in- 
vestigated these things. I have 
read much Roman Catholic theolo- 
gy, I have examined a great many 
volumes put out by Roman Catho- 
lic publishers, and after having 
compared them with the Word of 
God, my private judgment tells me 
that I dare not trust the salvation 
of my soul to the decision of popes 
or councils if they go contrary to 
the Book. I am resting upon what 
this Book reveals as to God’s way 
of salvation, and if it -tells me 
that Peter is the rock on which 
the church is built and that there 
is no salvation except for those 
who are in the church founded by 
Peter, I want to know it, but I 
must find out from the Book. 


Now, let us examine the ac- 
count given in Matthew 16, Our 
blessed Lord was nearing the end 
of His testimony here on earth. 
He had been practically rejected 
by Israel and was looking out up- 
on the great world of Gentiles. 
That is what is implied in the 
thirteenth verse, ‘‘When Jesus 
came into the coasts of Caesarea 
Philippiw»Caesarea Philippi was 
the first great Gentile city just 
north of the land of Palestine, 
about twenty miles beyond the 
border of Palestine, and Jesus had 
gone up into the northernmost 
part of Galilee and was looking 


out toward that great Gentile 
world thinking of the untold mil- 
lions who were still in their sins 
to whom His salvation was yet to 
come, the men for whom. He was 
soon to die, and He realized that 
so much depended upon men hav- 
ing a correct understanding of the 
truth of His person. You will no- 
tice in the New Testament that 
invariably faith is linked with the 
person of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Only in one instance does it seem 
to be linked especially with His 
work. Links of faith with His per- 
son are: “He that believeth on 
him is not condemned’; ‘Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou 
shalt be saved’; “Come unto me 
all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden and I will give you rest”; 
“Look unto me and be ye saved, 
all the ends of the earth: for I 
am God, and there is none else.” 
It is the Person that saves, and 
trusting Him we go on to learn 
more of His wonderful work, but 
we begin with faith in Christ 
Himself. And so He turned to His 
disciples and interrogated them in 
this way: “Whom do men say 
that I the Son of man em?” And 
they told Him what the common 
report had been. “Some say that 
thou art John the Baptist.” This, 
you recall, was Herod’s first re- 
action when told of His miracles 
and testimony. Others said He 
was Elias, for it it written, “I will 
send you Elijah the prophet be- 
fore the coming of the great and 
dreadful day of the Lord” (Mal. 
4:5). Some said He was Jeremiah, 
for some of the rabbis held that 
Jeremiah was the unnamed suf- 
ferer of Isaiah 53. And others said 
He was at least a prophet. Then

rectly, “But whom say ye that 
I am?” Oh, how we honor Simon 
Peter for his great confession, 
“Thou art the Christ, the Son of 
the living God.” Does the church 
of Rome honor Simon Peter? 
They cannot honor him more than 
I do, I thank God for his won- 
drous testimony and for the minis- 
try of this great servant of the 
Lord; but I would not think that 
Simon Peter was sufficient rock 
upon which the church could be 
built. I find as I read on in the 
Word that there was too much 
frailty, too much failure, too much 
sin in Simon Peter for me to rest 
my soul on him, but I do honor 
him as the first one who made 
this great confession, one in which 
I gladly join, “Blessed Lord, Thou 
art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God.” “And Jesus answered 
and said unto him, Blessed art 
thou, Simon Bar-jona; for flesh 
and blood hath not revealed it 
unto thee, but my Father which 
is in heaven,” 


It is always a divine revelation 
when one is brought to a saving 
knowledge of Christ. It is not 
merely a natural thing. We do not 
arrive at this conclusion by any 
intellectual process alone. There 
must be a work in the soul by the 
Holy Spirit of God before people 
can recognize the true blessed- 
ness of our Lord Jesus. “Flesh and 
blood hath not revealed it unto 
thee, but my Father which is 
in heaven.’ Because of this a 
Roman Catholic theologian has de- 
clared, “It is evident from these 
words that our Lord wishes us to 
understand that Simon Peter had 
secrets with the Father in which 
Christ Himself did not. share. 
Therefore, we can conceive of 
circumstances where it might be

successors than to Christ Him- 
self.” That is the conclusion that 
one came to when he swung away 
from the plain testimony of the 
Word of .God and subjected his 
mind to the decisions of the coun- 
cils and to church traditions. Saf- 
er to go to Peter than to Christ! 
Every Christian has the same 
revelation. It is God the Father’s 
revelation to every trusting soul 
and we get it through the media- 
torial work of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 


Then the Lord adds, “And I 
say unto thee, That thou art Pe- 
ter (a piece of rock, a rock-like 
man if we dare paraphrase) and 
upon this rock I will build my 
church.” What rock? Upon Peter? 
No, not upon Peter. Then what 
rock? Let one of the greatest doc- 


liken him unto a wise man, which 
built his house upon a rock.” 
What rock was that? It was the 
rock Christ Jesus, for the man 
who built upon that rock was the 
man who kept His sayings. Turn 
to the writings of the Apostle 
Paul, the first Epistle to the Cor- 
inthians, chapter three, and let us 
see whether we have any light as 
to the rock upon which the church 
is built. In verses 9 to 11 we read: 


“For we are labourers together 
with God: ye are God’s husbandry, 
ye are God’s building. According 
to the grace of God which is given 
unto me, as a wise masterbuilder, 
I have laid the foundation, and an- 
other buildeth thereon. But let 
every man take heed how he 
buildeth thereupon. For other 
foundation can no man lay than 
that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ.” 


Is there any question as to what 
that means? Do you need a 
church council to expound this to 
you? Do you need an infallible

tors of the church tell us, if they 
insist that we must not use our 
own private judgment in deter- 
mining the meaning of Holy Scrip- 
ture. St. Augustine, of whom there 
is no greater doctor in all the 
church, in his comment on this 
verse, says, “So, then, Christ, not 
Peter, is the rock on which the 
church is built.” Clearly, what our 
Lord is saying jis, “This glorious 
revelation the Father has given 
to you, Simon Peter; this great 
truth that you have confessed— 
upon this Rock I will build my 
church and the gates of Hell—-the 
gates of Hades—shall not prevail 
against it.” ‘ 

You say, “But that is your 
vate judgment.” Let me _ turn, 
then, to an authentic letter writ- 
ten by the Apostle Peter himself 
and learn from him what he un- 
derstood the Lord to mean that 
day. Undoubtedly, if he under- 
stood the Lord to say that the 
church was to be built upon him, 
he would tell us so. Popes today 
are not at all bashful about tell- 
ing us that there is no salvation 
outside the church that is built 
on Peter. and that they are Pe- 
ter’s successors. If Simon Peter be- 
lieved that, he certainly would 
not leave his disciples in. any 
doubt regarding it; he would tell 


pri- 


them the truth about a matter 
like this. 
“Wherefore laying aside. all 


malice, and all guile, and hypocri- 
sies, and envies, and all evil 
speakings, As newborn babes, de- 
sire the sincere milk of the word, 
that ye may grow thereby: If so 
be ye have tasted that the Lord 
is gracious. To whom coming, as 
unto a living stone, disallowed 
lrejected! indeed of men, but cho- 
sen of God, and precious, Ye also, 
as lively stones are built up a 
spiritual house, an holy priest- 
hood, to offer up spiritual sac- 
rifices, acceptable to God by Jesus 
Christ. Wherefore also it is con- 
tained in the scripture, Behold, I 
lay in Sion a chief corner stone, 
elect, precious: and he that be- 
lieveth on him shall not be con- 
founded. Unto you_ therefore 
which believe he is precious: but 
unto them which be disobedient, 
the stone which the builders dis- 
allowed, the same is made the 
head of the corner.”’—I Pet. 2:1-7. 

Peter tells us that God is build- 
ing a house and this house rests 
upon a living stone and that the 
living stone is Christ! He is the 
foundation upon whom this glo- 
rious house rests. This house is 
the church of the living God. Pe- 
ter further tells the members of 
that church that they are living 
stones, built upon this foundation. 
Does not that exactly correspond 
with our Lord’s words to Peter 
on the coast of Caesarea Philippi: 
‘Peter, you are a rocklike man 
and you are built upon this rock, 
the confession that I am the Son 
of the living God’? 

Let us see whether other apos- 
tles understood it that way. But 
first let us ask whether our Lord 
Himself had said anything earlier 
that might suggest the exact 
meaning of this text. Turn back to 
the seventh chapter of Matthew’s 
Gospel, verses 24 to 25, “Therefore 
whosoever heareth these sayings 
of mine, and doeth them, I will 


pope to tell you the meaning of 
the words, “Other foundation can 
no man lay than that is_ laid, 
which is Jesus Christ’? But let 
us look elsewhere—the — second 
chapter of the Epistle to the 
Ephesians, verses 19 to 22: “Now 
therefore ye are no more stran- 
gers and foreigners, but fellow citi- 
zens with the saints, and of the 
household of God; and are built 
upon the foundation of the apos- 
tles and prophets, Jesus Christ 
himself being the chief corner 
stone.” We do not read here, ‘‘Si- 
mon Peter himself being the chief 
corner stone.” It should read that 
way if the other teaching is cor- 
rect. But it reads, “Jesus Christ 
himself being the chief corner 
stone; in whom all the _ building 
fitly framed together groweth un- 
to an holy temple in the Lord; in 
whom ye also are builded together 
for an habitation of God through 
the Spirit.” Arfd so, whether you 
listen to Simon Péter, to the 
blessed Lord Himself, or to His 
servant, the Apostle Paul, you 
will find that the church’s one 
foundation is not a man, however 
noble or excellent he may be, but 
Christ Himself. 


But, then, what of the other 
things that the Lord said to Pet- 
er? “And I also say unto thee, 
that thou art Peter, and upon this 
rock I will build my church; and 
the gates of Hades shall not pre- 
vail against it. I will give unto 
thee the keys of the kingdom of 
heaven; and whatscever’ thou 
Shalt bind on earth shali be bound 
in heaven; and whatsover thou 
shalt loose on earth shall be loosed 
in heaven.” It is assumed that 
Peter is the rock upon which the 
church is built and that the 
church built upon Peter will nev- 
er come to grief. In other words, 
the church built upon Peter is an 
outward organization. But ‘it is 
verfectly clear that the church is 
a great spiritual company, not 
necessarily visible to men but one 
that includes all real believers, 
and against that church the gates 
of Hell shall never prevail. 

But did not the Lord say unto 
Peter, “I-will give unto thee the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven’’? 
Therefore, has He not committed 
to Peter the right to close the 
docrs of Heaven against any who 
do not submit to him and to open 
to those who do? That is what is 
commonly thought in Romanist 
circles. But observe, the Lord did 
not say to Peter, “I will give unto 
thee the keys of Heaven.” Christ 
never gave the keys of Heaven to 
Peter or to anyone else. He did 
say, “I will give unto thee the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven.” 
But is not the kingdom of Heaven 
Heaven itself? Most certainly 
not! The kingdom of Heaven is 
the sphere on earth where the 
Lordship of Christ is acknowl- 
edged, even though some in that 
sphere are unreal, It is what we 
call Christendom. Look at one of 
the outstanding parables of that 
kingdom for proof that it includes 
faithless professors as well as true 
believers : 

“Then shall the kingdom of 
heaven be likened unto ten vir- 
gins, which took their lamps, and 
went forth to meet the bride- 
groom. And five of them were 


wise, and five were foolish. They 
that weré foolish took their lamps, 
and took no oil with them: But 
the wise took oil in their vessels 
with their lamps. While the bride- 
groom tarried, they all slumbered 
and slept. And at midnight there 
was a cry made, Behold, the bride- 
groom cometh; go ye out to meet 
him. Then all those virgins arose, 
and trimmed their lamps. And the 
foolish said unto the wise, Give 
us of your oil; for our lamps are 
gone out. But the wise answered, 
saying, Not so; lest there be not 
enough for us and you: but go ye 
rather to them that sell, and buy 
for yourselves. And while they 
went to ‘buy, the hridegroom 
came; and they that were ready 
went in with him to the marriage: 
and the door was shut. Afterward 
came also the other virgins, say- 
ing, Lord, Lord, open to us. But 
he answered and said, Verily I 
say unto you, I know you not. 
Watch therefore, for ye know 
neither the day nor the hour 
wherein the Son of man cometh.” 
—Matt. 25:1-13. 


Is that Heaven? Surely not. 
The kingdom of Heaven is the 
sphere on earth of Christian pro- 
fession. When Christ said, “I will 
give unto thee the keys of the 
kingdom of heaven,” it was be- 
cause of Peter’s great confession, 
and he was to have the signal 
honor of opening the door of the 
kingdom of Heaven, first to the 
Jews and then to the Gentiles. 
On the day of Pentecost it was he 
who opened the door of faith to 
the Jews, and in Cornelius’ house 
it was Peter who opened the door 
of faith to the Gentiles. Now that 
the door is open, it stands ajar 
and whosoever will may enter jn. 

Did not the Lord give special 
authority to Peter when He said, 
“Whatsoever thou shalt bind on 
earth shall be bound in heaven: 
and whatsoever thou shalt loose 
on earth shall be loosed in heav- 
en’? He did give authority to Pe- 
ter, but the same authority is giv- 
en to the entire church. In the 
eighteenth chapter of Matthew’s 
Gospel, verses 15 to 18, He is 
speaking of any who offend, and 
He says: 

“Moreover if thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go and tell 
him his fault between thee and 
him alone: if he shall hear thee, 
thou hast gained thy brother. But 
if he will not hear thee, then take 
with thee one or two more, that 
in the mouth of two or three wit- 
nesses every word may be estab- 
lished. And if he shall neglect: to 
hear them, tell it unto the church: 
but if he neglect to hear the 
church, let him be unto thee as 
an heathen man and a publican. 
Verily I say unto you, Whatso- 
ever ye Shall bind on earth shal 
be bound in heaven: and whatso- 
ever ye shall loose on earth shall 
be loosed in heaven.” 

Is this authority given particu- 
larly to Peter?” Not at all, it is 
given to the church of God as a 
whole, What is the meaning of 
this passage? If a professing mem- 
ber of the church of God falis into 
sin, he is to be carefully dealt 
with, and if he will not repent of 
his sin, the church is authorized 
to bind his sin upon him and put 
him away from her fellowship. If 
he comes back a_ brokenhearted 
man, confessing his sin and fail- 
ure, the church is authorized to 
forgive him and receive him back 
into her fellowship. In that sense 
the church has been binding and 
loosing all down through the cen- 
turles. 

But someone says, “Surely Pe- 
ter had some special place over 
and above others.” Turn again to 
his own epistle, I Peter 5:1, “The 
elders which are among you I ex- 
hort, who am also an elder.” 
Think of that for a moment. A 
literal translation would be, “The 
presbyters among you I exhort, 
who am a co-presbyter,” or one 
on the same level as the rest. If 
Simon Peter was ever pope, he 
never knew it, for he speaks of 
himself as a “co-presbyter” with 
all the rest of the elders in the 
church of God! He assumed no 
place of authority over them. 


What a solemn thing it is when 
you turn back to the sixteenth 
chapter of Matthew to find that 
within a short time after making 
his confession, Peter proved an 
absolutely untrustworthy guide: 


“From that time forth began 
Jesus to shew unto his disciples, 
how that he must go unto Jerusa- 
‘lem, and suffer many things of the 
elders and chief priests and 


scribes, and be killed, and be 
raised again the third day. Then 
Peter took him, and began to re- 
buke him, saying, Be it far from 
thee, Lord: this shall not be unto 
thee.”—Matt. 16:21, 22. 

Is this Peter an infallible pope, 
rebuking Christ and saying: “Be 
it far from thee, Lord; this shall 
not be unto thee’? But Jesus 
turned and said to Peter, “Get 
thee behind me, Satan: for thou 
art an offence unto me: for thou 
savourest not the things that be 
of God but those that be of men.” 
Is the church built on a man that 
Christ called Satan? What a 
strange church that would be! We 
were having an open-air meeting 
years ago out West. A friend of 
mine was preaching most ear- 
nestly, and a great big Irishman, 
half drunk, stepped out and tried 
to break up our meeting. He kept 
shouting out as he followed the 
preacher, with his fists doubled, 
“What did the Lord say to Peter? 
Why don’t you tell us what the 
Lord said to Peter? That is what 
we want to know.” The man who 
was preaching perhaps did not have 
wit enough to answer him quickly 
and so tried to go on with his

preaching, but a very dignified 
looking friend, a typical New Eng- 
lander, standing next to me, 
listened until he could not stand 
it any longer. He stepped up to 
this fellow and said, “The Lord 
said to Peter, ‘Get thee behind me, 
Satan,’” and the man almost 
dropped in his tracks. He wanted 
him to say, “I give unto thee the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven.,”’ 
and he forgot that the Lord said 
to Peter, “Get thee behind me, 
Satan.” 


Long after the day of Pentecost, 
when one would have thought that 
Peter would have been utterly be- 
yond failure, that he could have 
been -trusted in everything, we 
find that he turned aside from the 
truth for a time. In Galatians 2:11 
we read, “But when Peter was 
come to Antioch, I withstood him 
to the face, because he was to be 
blamed.” What do you _ think 
would happen if one of the bishops 
should withstand the pope to his 
face in the presence of all the 
rest of them? But the Apostle 
Paul did not recognize any supe- 
riority in Peter; he did not see in 
him the head of the church or 
ethe rock on which the church was 
built; but saw him misbehaving 
and said, “I withstood him to the 
face, because he was to be blamed. 
For before that certain came from 
James, he did eat with the Gen- 
tiles: but when they were come, 
he withdrew and separated him- 
self, fearing them which were of 
the circumcision. And the other 
Jews dissembled -likewise with 
him; insomuch that Barnabas also 
was carried away with their dis- 
simulation.” The Greek word is 
“hypocrisy.” The Apostle Peter is 
here branded as acting the part of 
@ hypocrite. The church built on 
one who, for a time, became gulil- 
ty of hypocrisy and whose influ- 
ence was so bad that it misled 
others so that even Barnabas was 
carried away by the hypocrisy! 
And Paul goes on to say: 

“But when I saw that they 
walked not uprightly according 
to the truth of the gospel, I said 
unto Peter before them all, If 
thou, being a Jew, livest after the 
manner of Gentiles, and not as 
do the Jews, why compellest thou 
the Gentiles to live as do the 
Jews? We who are Jews by na- 
ture, and not sinners of the Gen- 
tiles, Knowing that a man is not 
justified by the works of the law, 


but by the faith of Jesus Christ, 
even we have befieved in Jesus 
Christ, that we might be justified 


by the faith of Christ, and not 
by the works of the law: for by 
the works of the law shall no 
flesh be justified.’’—Gal. oe 

Here, then, we see Peter failing 
sinn ing, needing eet eae sure- 
ly“unfit to be the rock on which 
the church is built, 

The whole tradition about Peter 
being in Rome and being the first 
pope is absolutely unsubstantiated. 
According to a tradition that had 
its rise in the latter part of the 
second century after Christ, we 
are told that Peter went to Rome 
m 42 A. D. and founded the 
chureh there and then remained 
as bishop of Rome until 67 A. D., 
when he was martyred, led out 
of me city to be crucified. They 
were going to crucify him in the 
pide way, but he said, “No, I 
denied my Lord once, I am not 
worthy to be crucified as He was. 
Crucify me with my head down- 
ward.” Tradition says he was cru- 
cified that way. We have no way 
of knowing whether he was in 
Rome to be crucified or not. There 
does seem to be a measure of 
testimony that would intimate 
that possibly this is true, but 
when they tell us that he was in 
Rome from 42 A. D. to 67 A. D., 
we have positive evidence to the 
contrary, because those very years 
are covered largely by the book 
ot Acts, 

We know that Peter was not in 
Rome in 50 A. D., because in that 
year the Apostle Paul with Barna- 
bas went up to Jerusalem, and 
the council of Jerusalem decided 
that the Gentiles did not have to 
be circumcised and keep the law 
of Moses to be saved. Peter was 
there, and the Apostle Paul says 
that after discussing things it was 
decided at that council that Peter 
should work among the Jews and 
Paul among the Gentiles. Just 
imagine Peter, as bishoo of Rome, 
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a great Gentile city, after it was 
definitely settled at Jerusalem 
that his work was to be among 
the Jews. 


Peter could not have been in 
Rome in 58 A. D., for in that year 
Paul wrote the epistle to the 
Romans and sent greetings to a 
great many people, but there was 
not a solitary reference to Pe- 
ter’s presence in Rome. Neither 
could he have founded the church 
there, because Paul was to go 
there, and he stated himself that 
he did not build upon another 
man’s foundation. The work there 
was commenced without any apos- 
tle. 


Peter was not in Rome in 61 
A. D. to 63 A. D., for in those 
years Paul was there in prison, 
and he wrote those four wonderful 
prison letters, and there is not 
the slightest recognition of Peter’s 
presence in any of them, Paul sent 
greetings to other Christians, and 
you can imagine how ready he 
would have been to say, “And 
Peter, the apostle of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, sends greetings.” 
But Peter was not there, so he 
could not send greetings. We have 
some letters from Peter which 
were written between 60 A. D. 
and 67 A. D., and the second of 
these was written from Babylon, 
where he was laboring among the 
dispersed of Israel. We have not 
the slightest evidence that he was 
ever in Rome unless he went there 
just before his death. He was nev- 
er a bishop of Rome. We can be 
very certain of this. 

Did not our Lord give to Peter 


and also to the other apostles 


special authority, such as only the 
priests of Rome have today, when 
He said to them, as recorded in 


John 20, “Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost: whose soever sins ye re- 
tain, they are retained’ (John 


20:22 and 23)? Did not the Lord 
give unto His apostles as the first: 
bishops of the church special au- | 
thority to forgive and to retain 
sins? The best way to answer that 
question is to see whether we can 
find an explanation of remission 
of sins from somebody who was 
there. When we turn to the tenth 
chapter of Acts, we get just such 
a testimony. Peter, preaching in 
the home of Cornelius, said, “And 
we are witnesses of all things 
which he did both in the land of 
the Jews, and in Jerusalem; whom 
they slew. and hanged on a tree; 
him God raised up the third day, 
and showed him openly” (verses 
39 and 40). And now verse 43: “To 
him give all the prophets witness, 
that through his name whosoever 
believeth in him shall receive re- 
mission of sins.”” How does Peter 
proclaim remission of _ sins? 
Through faith in Christ. If Jesus 
had given to Peter and to the 
rest of the apostles the authority 
to forgive sins, when men came 
and made their confession, Peter 
would have said to Cornelius, ‘To 
him give all the prophets witness, 
that through certain authorized 
ministers of his you may receive 
remission of sins. If you will come 
and make a good confession and 
do proper penance, your sins will 
be forgiven.’ But this was not 
the case; in the clearest possible 
language he showed that all men 
who trust in the Lord Jesus Christ 
have remission of sins. “To him 
give all the prophets witness, that 
through his name whosoever be- 
lieveth in him shall receive re- 


mission of sins.” So Peter pro- 
claimed remission of sins through 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. 


I come to you as a genuine 
successor of Peter; I come to you 
in the direct apostolic order. All 
down through the ages saints of 
God have been following in the 
line of the apostles; and as a 
Christian minister I say to you, 
by divine authority, if you want 
remission of sins, come to Jesus, 
not to a st; acknowledge your 
guilt to Jesus; tell Him you are 
the sinner for whom He died, and 
I dare declare to you on the au- 
thority of the Son of God, when 
you do that, you have remission 
of sins, for Jesus says, “Whose 
soever sins ye remit, they are 
remitted.” If you refuse to come, 
if you do not turn to Christ, your 
sins remain upon you for all eter- 
nity, for Jesus says, “Whose so- 
ever sins ye retain, they are re- 
tained.” If you are a weary, sin- 
sick soul, anxious to enter into 
peace with God, come to Christ 
and find salvation in Him.
